San Francisco, Aug. 10.—Regarding 

the trouble yesterday at Colton between 


the Southern Pacific Railway Company 
and the California Southern Company, 
General Manager Towne says the latter 
company agreed to pay the Southern 
Pacific for the right of way across the 
track and for depot ground at Colton, 
but that when the California Southern 
reached Colton the officers uf that com. 
pany refused to pay anything, and the 
matter was carried inta court. Judg- 
ment was obtained against the Califor- 
nia Southern road. As the judgment is 
not yet satisfied, two Southern Pacific 
engines were placed at the crossing, 
blocking the further passage of the 
California Southern until matters are 
settled.

Cuicaco, Aug. 10.—The Times this 
morning publishes an article in which it 
is asserted that secret agents of the 
Canadian Government have been in this 
city for some time shadowing prominent 
Irish Ngtionalists, and that they have 
positive information of the premedi- 
tated design to destroy the Welland 
canal by the use of explosives. It is 
further stated that requests were made 
on the United States Government to as- 
sist in thwarting the alleged conspiracy. 

Interviewing the Indians. 

Fort WasHaki£, Wyo., Aug. 9.—Sen- | 
ator Vest, traveling with the President 
and a member of the Senate Committee, 
had an interview with Washakie, chief 
of the Shoshones, and Black Cole, chief 
of the Arapahoes. There was present a 
large body of Indians from both tribes. 
The Senator’s inquiries were directed 
principally as to whether the Indians 
would accept a tenure in severalty in- 
stead of atenure in common, as now 
held by them.: The Senator urged them 
to take their lands 160 acres to each 
head of a family, and 8U acres to each 
unmarried Indian. They have 28,000 
acres in their reservation, and about 
1900 Indians. All the chiefs seemed 
against tenure inseyeralty. At 7 o’clock 
sharp this morning the President and 
party broke camp and started on horse 
back with the escort and pack-mules 
following, crossing Little Wind river 
near Fort Washakie.

The King-Bell Libel Case Dismissed, 

On Thursday evening in the Superior 
Court, the King-Bell libel case was 
‘called, on motion of District Attorney 
White. written statement by 
Henry King, the prosecuting witness, 
was made. The defendant was 
exonerated from malicious intent 
and the case dismissed. The 
statement reviews the case and 
cites the attacks made by Bell on King 
through the columns of the former’s 
paper. Referring to the letter supposed 
to have been written to John Mayer by 
Mr. King, the publication of which was 
the ground upon which the suit for 
libel was begun, Mr. King says: 


“The letter, purporting to have been 
written. by me and which have been 
submitted to the District Attorney show 
for themselves. By a comparison of my 
handwriting and testimony procured by 
him for his own satisfaction, he has told 
me that he considered them forgeries. 
When I instituted the prosecution for 
libel against Major BellI was led to be- 
lieve that he knew that I had never 
written those letters, but I have since 
satisfied myself that he honestly believed 
that they were written by me, and that 
being thé case, he thought it was his 
duty to publish them. I therefore feel 
that he is not guilty of libel, and should 
not be further prosecuted. In regard 
to the unfortunate matter happening 
afterwards between Major Bell and my- 
sélf, 1 would gladly give my state- 
ment of that in this paper, but as 
T am placed upon my trial I am ad- 
vised by my counsel to make ‘no state- 
ment, but itis a fact that I had pre- 
viously exerted myself with Mr. Celis 
to prevent difficulty or hurm happening 
to Major Bell. I never desire to bea 
party to an unjust prosecution, and 
therefore, believing, as I do now, that 
there was no intentional desire on the 
part of Major Bell to commit the of- 
fence with which he is charged, I re- 
quest that the prosecution against him 
be dismissed.’’

A representative of the Times called 


his charge, its present condition, its 
history, its future prospects, ete. Noting 
the view from the window, the inquisi-

‘‘ Yes,’’ said the Professor, ‘‘ with the 
limited means in my power I am having 
considerable work done. The appro- 


priation for this work was very small, 
only $1,000, and of that amount I have 
remaining about $600. ‘With this 
money Iam endeavoring to grade the 
grounds in readiness for the next ap- 
propriation. The main entrance will 


be at the northeast corner of the grounds, 
in other words, at the corner of Fifth 


and Charity streets. I am havinga 
road graded, which will be over thirty 


feet wide, from this entrance to the 
front of the building, and thence com- 
pletely around the building. 


THE IMPROVEMENTS. 


**You will also notice,’’ he continued, 
“that a spaceis bemmg graded immedi- 
ately in front sufficiently large to allow 
carriages to turn. There will also be 
an eutrance on Hope street, on the 
north side of the grounds. Other im- 
provements have been contemplated, 
but the appropriation is not sufficient to 
allow them to be carried out. I have, 
however, had half of the orange trees, 
of which about four hundred were origi- 
nally set out here, taken up, and there 
1s now a prospect of biinging the others 
to a higher state of perfection.’’

‘The stamps will be 
printed in metallic red. A four-cent 
stamp for double postage will also be 
issuéd. _It will be the head of Jackson, 
similar to. that on the present two-cent 
stamp.

No 
change will be made in postage-due 
stamps. No arrangements have yet 
been made for the redemption of three- 
cent stampse The present two and 
three-cent stamps and envelopes will 
be valid after October Ist. The De- 
partment will be ready to issue stamped 
envelopes September Ist, fand two-cent 
stamps September 15th. The drop-let- 
ter rate of postage will not be changed, 
and no change 1s made in the postage of 
sevond, third and fourth class matter.
